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Together with the popularity of Made to Measure 
Clothes, which pounced upon the clothing world a 
few years ago, came a rush in the great cities from 
every quarter by men of various experiences to get 
into the manufacturing of tailor made clothing. 


It is really amusing to anyone who has kept up with 
the inner workings of this industry during the last 
seven or eight years. 
Up to this day, it is not un­ 
common for the head cutter or designer of some old 
established company to procure a little jacking trom 
a cloth house^ get himselt out a little “ two by four* 
sample book and launch into the clothing business 
under a name sufficiently imposing to jar the foun­ 
dations ofGibralter. 


Another 
very usual proceeding, is for a former 
road salesman who has acquired manufacturing 
aspirations, to borrow from the cloth mill* a trunk 
of samples, go out on the road and take a bunch of 
orders, and then return to the city and put these 
orders up as collateral for money with which to pay 
for manufacturing the clothing. 
, 


It is difficult for this class to place their line with 
reputable merchants; but there are good merchants 
who are not suficiently interested to investigate the 
lines which they represent, hrid there are others who 
have poor ratings, or no ratings at all, and must 
take the lines they can get in lieu oí the lines they 
want. 
Other favorite resorts for such sample books 
are presingj shops, hoarding houses, barber shops, 
drink stands, ami in faet any place, where they 
get a few C. O. D. orders.
